outpuiy There is mor cemand today 
than there ever was ior a gaod iran 
mine, and this is especially applica- 
able to ‘er ain cewntries and peo.iaons 
of countries. 

Speaking of our own country—this 
vast CanWdd—with its limitless re- 
gources in the form of minerals, tim- 
ber etc., here we have a youn'g coun- 
try. a growu% country, full of great 
trospects ami” with a vast future. 
UnBimmed by the fogs and mists of 
ancertainty or incompetence she 
looms up befere us im ali her might. 
With outstretched arms she invites 
us to share her g fta and her future. 
Her dowry is an ample one, nor does 
she withhold it from those who have 
the wisdom to know her charms. Her 
vein are of fine gold. Her oarna- 
ments are many dnd orechous. Her 
will is cf inom and as surely her will) 
contre'is hes as iona ro surely mus 
ber ir0n cop’ ro | e- fw ures Wi bh t! is 
iron she will build her railways— 
the Grand Trunk and the QGanad‘an 
Northern. aibeit in themselves a 
vast unficrtaking being but an earn 
est_of future antl of still greater 
anterprise. She must have also 
bridges. shins, | himery and the 
thousand and one ather necessaries 
which go to bul! ep a brge nit jon— 
which she will surely ome dy be- 
come. ThhK of this, to build up a 
nstion! Graso ‘he e upendous mean- 
ine which thi8 imeties and ask ’your- 
self the question “How are we go 
intr to obtain all fhis iron which is 
feeded?* The answer is simple.

“Let us wark 
work them, wit indssoriminatel si 
throwi-g away morvey. ba with care- 
ful cor ®eratinn and with due re- 
gard to loomtiem and the orobable 
measure of succéks which such loea- 
tian promises. 

There cre those who would my 
that the average geredatace of iron 
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mimes whkh sare ptyine is smell tom- 
pared to the numer of mines upan 
which iatge sums of momey Inve 
been spent. Here again. notwith- 
standing the fact thaf although the 
mlumber of failures in iron mines has 
been far less than that of any other 
mineral, we find a class of people who 
rely rather upon. their own ideas of 
what should be, upon the advice 
of experts who deal with the thimes 
that are. Such is the class who 
would, after losing maney br their 
Own careless speculations, decry any 
form of mining; who, in short im- 
pede the mareh of progress, 

It has been mid that in arder te 
take an intelligent interest in the 
affairs of his y every man 
should study politics.
